ACS, .stated that over 280 
volunteer researchers in Buck> 
county will record the family 
backgrounds, personal 
habits,

and other factors in conf ideo 
tial questionnaire.

It is expected that the clues 
obtained I rom ov er 2,000 fam ­ 
ilies will {Joint to some com­ 
mon facto! s which cause can­ 
cer. And when the st 
factors 
are known, ways of preventing 
the 
disease 
may be 
found. 
Nickel said. 
It is already known the soci­ 
ety noted that cancer can he 
cause by long and heavy ex­ 
posure to X rays, oi to certain 
genic agents."

The study will retinue six 
years to complete, and is tieing 
conducted with the assistance 
ol 50,000 ACS volunteers—spe­ 
cially trained for toe purpose.
